RUGGE advised that requests of IOD are approximately 
50% business related and 40% technical and medicine related. 

She advised that IOD taps most publicly available'computerized 
data bases .including Lockheed's Dialog, System Development 
Corporation's Orbit, the New York Times Information Bank, 
the National Library of Medicine's MEDLARS, and the Biblio¬ 
graphic Retrieval Service.. ;
